Memorial Service 
Held for Founder 
of Allendale Farm 

Memorial services for Edward J. 
Bradley, 76, founder- of Allendale 
Farm who was killed last Friday in 
an auto accident on the west coast, 
were held at 2:30 this afternoon at the 
Lake Villa boys' school. 

Mr. Bradley lost his rife when 
struck by a car at Santa Barbara, 
California. He had made Santa Bar- 
bara his winter home since retiring 
from active leadership of Allendale 
Farm in 1934, and had only recently 
completed construction of a new home 
there. 

Rites and cremation took place in 
Santa Barbara earlier in the week. 
He. is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Maude Mcnefce Bradley. They had 
no children. 

Mr. Bradley came to Illinois in 
1894 to become choir leader of the 
Episcopal church of Riverside. He 
had been graduated from Princeton 
University in 1884. In 1895 he con- 
ceived the idea of bringing his choir 
boys to Lake Villa, on the present site 
of Allendale Farm, for a summer 
camping period. 

After conducting the camp for two 
years he opened it to other boys, andf 
because of ' its popularity decided to 
operate it as a ycar-'round school. 
Allendale Farm was incorporated in 
1897. 

Even " after his retirement three 
years ago, Mr. Bradley continued to 
spend his summers at Allendale. He 
was succeeded as head of the school 
by Raymond A. Thompson, one of his 
former students. 



Corn Loans are now 
Available to Farmers 



Lake county farmers who arc eligi- 
ble for 1937-38 federal corn loans of 
50 cents a bushel may file their appli- 
cations at the office of the Lake 
County Agricultural Conservation 
Committee, according to information 
received by Farm Adviser H. C. Gil- 
kcrson through the extension service 
of the College of Agriculture, Uni- ! 
vcrsity of Illinois. j 

Loans will be available after Dec. | 
1, it is thought, and until April 1, 1938. 
Bearing 4 per cent interest, the loans 
will become due' 10 months following 
the date on which they arc made, with 
no maturity later than Nov. 1, 1938. 

Only farm owners or tenants who 
will receive payments for cooperating 
in the 1937 agricultural conservation 
program arc eligible to borrow under 
the corn loan program. To be eli- 
gibfe as security for a corn loan, corn 
mus thave been . produced on a farm 
operated in cooperation with the 1937 
agricultural conservation program. 

Generally, the corn loan program 
will operate along the lines followed 
in previous programs. However, for 
the first time the corn loan program 
will be administered by the service 
facilities made available by the county ' 
agricultural conservation committee 
of the AAA. 



Local Phone Users 
Will Prafit Little 
By Lowered Rates 

Telephone users in Antioch will 
benefit little by the reduction in rates 
of the Illinois Bell Telephone com- 
pany just ordered to the Illinois 
Commerce Commission to be effective 
after Jan. 1, it was stated today by 
District Manager A. H. Andrews. 

Rural phone users will profit by the 
reduction of rates in two classifica- 
tions. Eight party business service 
was reduced from $3 to $2.25 per 
month, and eight party residence ser- 
vice from $2.25 to $1.75. 

While no changes arc to be made 
in the basic local rates in Antioch, 
users here will share in the savings 
made possible by elimination of the 
extra monthly charge on hand set 
(French) phones, by reductions in 
rates for extra directory listings and 
through certain wiring plans. 

During the investigation, the com- 
mission examined the rates in all 
cities and towns operated by the Illi- 
nois Bell. The commission's order 
'indicated that some exchanges in the 
state provide a considerably lowcir 
rate of return than others, a num- 
ber of them showing no profit and 
some even showing an operating loss. 
The reductions ordered, therefore, 
were in those cities and towns where 
certain rates seemed to the commis- 
sion to be out of line.

In the 11 mouths, 1,042 patients have 
attended these clinics; of these, 208 
were new patients, 112 of whom were 
children. 

These figures show the necessity of 
continuing the work of- the clinic, and 
its continuation depends upon the 
generous support of the Christmas 
Seal campaign — which is the county 
tuberculosis association's only income. 

The next chest clinic will be con- 
ducted by the association at the St. 
Thcrese hospital in Waukcgan on 
Wednesday, Dec. 8, between the hours 
bf 9 and 12 a. m. and from 1 to 3 p. 
m. Examination is free to anyone 
unable to pay for the srevicc.

Antioch Boys Visit 
Madison Laboratory 

Nine vocational agriculture stu- 
dents from the Farm Products class 
of Antioch High school, accompanied 
by their instructor, C. L. Kutil, vis- 
ited the U. S. Forest Products labor- 
atory at Madison, Wis., last Wednes- 
day. 

This faboratory, according to Mr. 
Kutil, is the largest of its kind in the 
-world and was the first one estab- 
lished. Since its construction, five 
other nations have founded similar 
institutions. 

Utilization of forest waste is the 
purpose of the laboratory, which con- 
ducts research to find commercial use 
for sawdust and poor lumber and to 
discover methods of preserving lum- 
ber which will extend its period of 
usefulness. 

While in Madison, the class was 
guided through the capitol building, 
where they learned many facts about 
the materials used in its construction, 
the famous paintings and the history 
and political make-up of Wisconsin. 

Members of the class had just com- 
pleted a three weeks study of farm 
forestry under the direction of Mr. 
Kutil.

$2,000,000 Boost in County 
Property Values Ex- 
pected for 1938 

Taxable property values in Lake 
county arc expected to draw an as- 
sessment of some $2,000,000 more for 
the coming year than in 1937, accord- 
ing to reports from the. county seat. 

All. three sources of county tax re- 
ceipts — railroads, capital stock and 
county real and personal property — 
arc due to contribute more than they 
(lid during the current year. 

As the increased assessment values 
placed on railroads and capital stock 
will likely approximate $1,375,000, the 
county board of review will be obliged 
to boost assessments on real and per- 
sonal property around $625,000 to 
make the total increase in taxable 
values reach the proposed $2,000,000. 

This would mean a rise in assessed 
value of real and personal property 
from $77,185,000, as of last year, to 
$77,800,000. 

An increase of a million dollars in 
the valuation of railroad property is 
anticipated. The valuation as sub- 
mitted by the state tax commission 
for 1936 was $5,186,118. 

Total capital stock assessments by 
the state tax commission are $837,000 
for 1937, as compared to $462,250 the 
year before. 

Comparative capital stock assess- 
ments prepared by Frank Hamlin, of 
the county clerk's tax extension de- 
partment, show at least nine com- 
munities that have corporate capital 
stock in 1937 that had nunc in 1936. 

Among these is Antioch, with as- 
sessed capital stock of $3,700 for 1937. 
Others of the group were: Fox Lake, 
$1,850; Grayslakc, $1,100; Barrington, 
$11,800; and Mundclcin, $35,800.

Republicans Press Campaign 
to Overcome Pay- 
roller Vote 



Victory for William L. Pierce, BeP 
vidcre lawyer, in the. special election 
next Tuesday for circuit judge in the 
seventeenth district to succeed the late 
Edward D. Shurtlcff, was predicted 
today by Benjamin H. Miller, chair- 
man of the Lake County Republican 
Central committee. 

Chairman Miller said: 

"Mr. Pierce wilf carry every one of 
the four counties in the district. Lake 
county will give him a substantial ma- 
jority and McHenry and Boone 
counties will also favor him. His 
smallest majority is expected to be in 
"Winnebago county which went Demo- 
cratic at the last election." 

Marks Alaco Confident 

Sharing the opinion of Republican 
victory held by Chairman Miller, is 
William M. Marks, secretary of the 
county central committee, who has 
been handling the campaign publicity. 

"All the Republican workers have 
to do is to overcome the Democratic 
payrollcr vote in the district," Secre- 
tary Marks told the News today. 
"There are approximately 800 per- 
sons on the state payroll" in the four 
counties, and I' understand that de- 
mand is made of each one to deliver 1 " 
50 votes. If they do only half that 
well they will round up a votal of 
20,000. At the last judicial election, 
June 8, 1933, when four candidates 
were running, the late Judge Shurt- 
lcff,: low candidate for the Republi- 
cans, received 23,842 votes to 21,848 
for his Democratic opponent,- Charles 
E. Carpenter of Crystal Lake. There 
will be a light vote, probably not in 
excess of 22,000 for both candidates, 
but I predict victory for Mr. Pierce 
by a wide margin." 

Smart Politics • 

Smart politics has had a part in the 
campaign, and Governor Horner start- 
ed off by calling the election for an 1 
obscure day so that the Democratic* 
payrolfcrs presumably would stand 
some show of controlling the election. 
Astute political railbirds, however, be- 
lieve the normal Republican majori- 
ties in the counties will more than off- 
set this advantage, and they believe- 
also that Democratic party leaders 
hr.ve made the mistake of choosing 
George R. Lyon, a Lake county man, 
instead of some candidate from cither 
McHenry or Boono county, neither • 
of- which has a circuit judge. 

Lake county has a resident judge 
in Judge Dady oi Waukcgan, and 
Winnebago has Judge Artlmr E, 
Fisher of Rockford. The late Judge 
Shurtlcff was a resident of Marengo 
in McHenry county. It is believed, 
and it has always been the custom 
for the two middle counties of the dis- 
trict to have one judge on the circuit 
bench. 

Pierce Well Qualified 
Attesting the qualifications of Can- 
didate Pierce is the fact that about 
90 per cent of .the practicing attor- 
neys in Lake county have endorsed 
the Bclvidcre lawyer because of his 
known ability as a jurist, legislator, 
orator and counselor. Besides serv- 
ing in the state legislature he was 
also formerly major of his home city. 
Pierce's Democratic opponent, 
George R. Lyon, is a native of Wau- 
kcgan, whose law office is in Chicago 
where he is associated with a law firm.

"China is responsible for the aggravation of the situ- 
ation (so you admit there WAS a situation) because she 
disregarded Japan's nonaggression policy (her what-kind- 
of policy?) and mobilized a huge numbbcr of troops 
against Japan."

The Country Press on the 

Supreme Court Issue 

At the end of the first session of the current Con- 
gress, it was believed that the Supreme Court issue would 
again be introduced at the next session. 

Since that time, the feeling has grown that, due to 
the size and influence of Congressional opposition, the 
issue is dead, and may not see the light of day again. 

If the country press of the nation accurately reflects 
the temper of the American people, the issue is dead in- 
deed. 

The Industrial News Review recently sent a ques- 
tionnaire to 12.58S country papers asking four direct, non- 
leading questions concerning possible Court changes. 
More than 2.30O papers replied. Proposed legislation 
that would permit the President to appoint additional 



Justices, was opposed by 90.4 per cent; 71.6 per cent were 
opposed to the proposal that a two-thirds vote of the 
Court be required to declare acts of Congress unconstitu- 
tional; 72 per cent were opposed to any bill forcing Jus- 
tices to retire at an age fixed by law. And 88.3 per 
cent were opposed to a constitutional amendment limit- 
ing the authority of the Court over acts of Congress. 

There was a remarkable consistency in the views of 
editors in far separated states, showing sentiment solidi- 
fied against Court changes, irrespective of sectional poli- 
tics and feelings. The completed questionnaires, together 
with a multitude of supplemental notes and letters, indi- 
cate that these editors— as did the Congressional majority 
when the Court bill was voted on— feel that the Supreme 
Court is the bulwark of our liberties, and our first line of 
defense against dictatorship, and that it would be a 
national catastrophe to tamper with it. 

The country press is not swayed by momentary en- 
thusiasms, or political hysteria. It looks at issues in the 
light of their effect on the fundamentals of government. 
It thinks them out And no better example of this fact 
could be found than in the editors' reply to the Industrial 
News Review's Court questionnaire. 

Christmas Comes But .... 

To paraphrase a familiar quotation, if there's any- 
thing that gives a community more of a "lift" than 
i Christmas spirit— it's more Christmas spirit Thoughtr 
'are turning to the purchase of gifts, store windows are 
taking on a holiday tone, advertisements are urging one 
,and all to "Shop Early"— and the post office is admon- 
ishing one and all to Mail Early. All of which is as it 

should be But there's something missing in Antioch. 

Where are the downtown Christmas decorations? 

Community spirit and community pride will prompt a 
community to "dress up" for the Christmas season. 
Extensive — and expensive— decorations are not required. 
But what a big difference a few sprigs of evergreen and 
a few colored lights can make I Six or eight strings of 
vari-colored bulbs and perhaps some Bimple evergreen 
wreaths for the lamp posts, that enough. 

When red and green lights were strung across Main 
street in observance of a festive event a few summers back, 
some big-city wiseacre inquired at the News office whether 
Antioch was just getting up its Christmas decorations- 
six months in arrears. Yuletide visitors, noting the con- 
spicuous absence of holiday regalia which at present 
marks the business district, may well think that the town 
is as backward as the smart aleck wrongfully inferred. 

Remember, Christmas comes but once a year. We 
can afford a few pennies to help make it the big occasion 
it should be'. Let's "doll up" the old town a bit

Burying the Hatchet? 

The president's announcement to the effect that the 
government is considering burying the hatchet it has been 
using to scalp the electric utility industry, and his calling 
of a conference with utility leaders, is a step that should 
have been taken long ago. Everyone will hope that peace 
is in sight, and that this "truce" doesn't turn out to be a 
tempest in a teapot as did the series of conferences held 
a year ago concerning the TVA and the private compan- 
ies in the Southeast, which accomplished exactly nothing. 

The utilities are more than $2,000,000,000 behind in 
construction, based on what their expenditures would 
have been had they not been subjected to continual politi- 
cal strafing. This year utility spending for capital invest- 
ment will be substantially larger than in any of the last 
few years, simply because increasing public demand for 
power makes plant expansion necessary — but even so, it 
will be less than half of the billion dollars that utility 
experts believe the industry would normally spend an- 
nually. 

It is rumored that under the new federal plan, as yet 
not officially announced, utilities will be protected in their 
territories from subsidized government competition, and 
that they will be subjected to less attack. 

A program of fair dealing by government would as- 
sure the maximum betterment of utility service, and 
would release a vast reservoir of spending power that has 
been unnecessarily dammed up by ruthless politics.

Rural Fires Waste $225,000,000 a Year 



Farmers' Greatest 
Problem, Declares 
Price, U. S. Expert 

Fire-safe Roofs, Good 
Equipments Factors 
in Campaign

Take out your watch and hold it 
in your hand. Watch the tiny hand 
tick off a full minute. Then reflect 
that In that minute, someone on a 
farm or in a rural community was 
the victim of a $400 are loss. 

That's a graphic way . of under- 
standing that the total Ore loss in the 
United States of farm and rural com- 
munities mounts close to $225,000,000 
every year. Fires on farms cost more 
than $100,000,000 annually. Fires In 
rural communities of 2,500 popula- 
tion and under add $125,000,000 more 
to this amazing waste. Approximately 
3,500 lives are the toll to humanity. 

The $100,000,000 that Is lost in farm 
buildings alone annually would pay 
the total cost of constructing New 
York City's Empire State Building, 
the National Capital In Washington, 
and the Normandle, France's queen of 
the seas. But more interesting to the 
farmer is the fact that the annual loss 
by fire on farms alone would build 
40,000 new farm homes at $2,500 each 
—or 50,000 brand new barns. 

The responsibility rests with the 
farmer himself. He must be his own 
Qreman, Ore chief and Are inspector. 
More than that, he must be his own 
building Inspector and zoning officer. 
Studying his proper course in the f ul- 
niling of these duties, he will find that 
he can reduce Ore hazards on his 
property to a minimum. In this work, 
the National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion stands ready to help by provid- 
ing Information gained after long re- 
search, 

The barns, in which hay and straw 
are used, should be separatedby at 
least 100 feet, preferably 150 feet, 
from the house. Non-combustible or 
fire-resistant construction materials 
should be used as far as possible. 
Wherever possible, the buildings 
should be arranged so that prevailing 
winds blow at right-angles to a line 
connecting house and barn, rather 
than parallel to such a line. 

Exclusive of the losses ascribed to 
unknown causes, overheated and de- 
fective chimneys and flues, sparks on 
roofs, and lightning are responsible 
for approximately 50 per cent of the 
total losses from farm fires. Stoves 
and furnaces should be properly in-

stalled and operated. Frequent in- 
spection must be made of chimneys 
to keep them clear of sooty accumu- 
lations. Fire-resistant roofing ihouM 
be used wherever possible, especially 
on the principal buildings. On days of 
high wind and strong draft, soot ac- 
cumulations result in sparks that are 
a constant menace to the wooden 
shingle root Fire-resistant roofing 
also eliminates the danger of flying 
brands from burning wood shingles 
that carry fire so readily to nearby 
buildings. 

..Protection against lightning by 
means of a system of grounded con- 
ductors should be an Integral part of 
protection on the farm. Care in* the 
operation of stoves and furnaces, in 
the handling of lamps, proper storing 
of kerosene and gasoline, the disposal 
of ashes, even when they appear to 
be dead, the systematic disposal of 
rubbish are other factors in cutting 
down the huge and unnecessary Are 
loss. Fire-stopping— the closing of all 
open spaces In hollow walls at the 
floor line so that the fire will not 
spread quickly from one story to an- 
other — is an important phase of the 
construction of the farm house. 

The storage of hay before it is well 
cured has caused many barn Ores 
through spontaneous Ignition. Spon- 
taneous Ignition unquestionably Is re- 
sponsible for a great percentage of 



the fires which are reported as "ori- 
gin unknown." 

The farm's flre-flghting equipment 
should be regularly inspected. Lad- 
ders should be placed at strategic 
points. Many a wood shingle roof has 
been caught in time only because a 
ladder was available. Fire pails 
should be kept filled and used for no 
other purpose under any considera- 
tion. An extra supply of water should 
also be made available In barrels or 
casks so that palls may be refilled 
quickly. Hand-force pumps and hose 
should be kept on hand to guard 
against the dangers of a spark-catch- 
ing roof and there are various type 
of fire extinguishers which the farm- 
er should have, ready for Immediate 
use. More than that, he and all mem- 
bers of the family should school 
themselves in the use of this equip- 
ment Just as does the city fire-fighter 
who protects the taxpayers' property 
Community fire protection, com- 
paratively new in rural districts, al- 
ready has proved Its worth and such 
organisations are increasing rapidly 
However, it is still true that primary 
responsibility for fire on his farm 
rests on the farmer and his succes5 
or failure will depend on his care in 
providing proper equipment, alonr 
with the use of fire-resistant mate- 
rials in buildings and on roofs whn- 
ever possible.
